Are There Other Habitable Worlds? 


Here,-again, we have only conjecture 


to guide us. Wilh respect to the bod- 
ies constituting the solar system, which 
from their comparative proximity to 
the earth might be supposed to furnish 
asolution to this problem, careful ob- 
servations have heretofore offered no 
Indication whatever of the exl.tenco of 
life upon their surfaces. Ilut life in 
Borne form or another may, notwith- 
standing, exist on those bodies. We 
must bear in mind that the planets are 
in all probability in various stages of 
development. It may be reasonably 
presumed that the planets Jupiter, 
Saturn, Uranus and Neptune, in eouse- 
quence of their emu menu bulk, have 
cooled down more slowly than the 
eurth and the other smaller planets of 
the solur system, and are therefore loss 
advanced as'abodes of nnimnted exist- 
once than I lie latti'r are. 
But even li- 


the ca»e of the earth It must be admit- 
ted to have revolved millions of years' 
round the sun merely an a nYry'orb lie-1 
fore life appeared on its surface, nnil 
even after it had cooled down and be- 
come the abode of animated existence, 
it produced during counting of mil: 
lions of years more, life only in its low- 
est forms. The existence of innii is hut 
of yesterday. This is ah instructive 
lesson. It.teaches us that although 
man exists on the tartlra surface it 
does not follow that beings of the same 
order of intelligence us man exist upon 
all thn other planets or even upon any 
of them. Upon some of the planets life 
may not yet have com? into existence; 
upon others lifo miiy exist, hnt in a less 
iidv.mced stage than upon the earth; 
and the same remark is obviously ap- 
plicable to the numberless bodies of the 
starry firmament. The state of the. 
question then is this: We cannot pro- 
nounce positively upon the existence of 
life anywhere hoyond the planet on 
which we dwell. But reasoning from 
analogy, we may suppose that certain, 
if not all, of the oilier bodies ul the 
planetary system, which in so many re- 
8iwctn bear a strong affinity tn nnr'own 
planet, are in like manner the abodes of 
life in some form or another, and that 
similarly there are countless bodies in 
the stellar regions which may also ho 
the abodes of lifo. This is a question 
however, upon which the noble science 
of astronomy, so distinguished for the 
exactitudes of its conclusions, dues not 
venture to pronounce a positive opin- 
ion, seeing that there exists no sure ba- 
sis of facts available for its considera- 
tion.

Howry, with five of his servants, rowed 
from Oxford to London in 18 consecu- 
tive hours, and in 1824, six officers of 
the Guards covered the same distance 
in 15 hours and 46 minutes. A crew of 
Westminster boy., iu 1823, rowed from 
their boathouse to Windsor and back 
in 21 hours, 7 of which were consumed 
in halts and refreshment. 
Probably 


the greatest feat in this line was that 
•JforapHsbed by'a waterman name 
William!., who rowed from Waterloo 
Bridge to Gmveie.d, up to Richmond, 
and down again to 'Waterloo, without 
Belting out of hla boat, iu DO seconds 
less than 12 hours. This style of ex- 
hibition was not, however, likely to §at- 
isfy the ambition of boating men, and, 
before long, matches were of constant 
occurrence—not only in single boats, 
but In pairs, fours, aud other varieties 
of racing craft less generally known in 
the present day. The earliest eight- 
oared race would seem to be one be- 
tween a London crew and Christ 
Church, Oxford, for £200 'in 1828. 
It 


was rowed from .Westminster to Put- 
ney and won by London by 70 yards. 
The following year the first race be- 
tween Oxford aud Cambridge Universi- 
ties took place on Henley Reach, a dis- 
tance of two miles and a quarter, and 
was won by Oxford.

crew were Wadsworth, Bishop of St. 
Andrew's; Gardier, the late IJean of 
Norwich; Canon Froemantle, and a 
gentleman who died this year, full of

serfs, who sometimes banded into arm- 
ies and threatened or pillaged cities. 
Each pretender was dreaded because he 
offered protection to the serfs, and 
theirattachmeut was thosinglo reason 
for the rise of the ruffian Pugatsclioff, 
n more marauder, who gathered armies 
of 30.000 and «hook the throne of the 
great Catherine. Moreover, M. Ram- 
baud brings out the fact that down to 
a very late period the serfage hamper- 
ed the Czars, the. people hating the 
system so fiercely that Russian states- 
men informed the court that if an inva- 
der issued a decree of enfranchisement 
all patriotism would disappear. A pop- 
ulation so embittered against its own- 
ers naturally looked to the central au- 
thority, as it had done when oppressed 
by less regular means. This feeling of 
reliance on the central power manifest- 
ed all through Russian history might 
not of itself have built the autocracy, 
but that the House of Rurik, always 
self-willed and fierce, felt that only in 
perfect personal power, power as of 
deity, could they
